The South African Labor Market. 


I believe, as with fighting peoples of 


India, BO with the Zulu and the Mata- 
bele, military service will eventually 
prove ail excellent means of eliciting 
the loyalty and utilizing the pugnacity 
of the nation. All over South Africa.tlft 
great social and economical difficulty of 
the day is the state .of the labor market. 
Inefficient, according to our standard, 
though Kaffir labor may be fou the pur-' 
poses of mining as well as farming, it 
is absolutely indispensable. White men 
may be overseers and managers, but the 
pick and shovel work is, and must be 
for some time, in tho hands of natives. 
Whatever may be the case in America, 
it is certain that in South Africa black 
and white would not come together in 
a single shift or a single gang on the 
same level. Whether in the future em- 
ployers will not be forced to import 
hands, not exactly of the class.called 
:mean white,'' but from the same cotui' 
tries as now supply the American mines 
with labor, remains to be seen. 


Tho scarcity of Kaffirs is a serious fact 


in the industrial world of Afrikander- 
dom. It does not spring, as I have stated, 
from any shrinkage of population, for, 
on the contrary, t-here is an increase, 
but ifc is to be accounted "for by the in- 
grained distaste for manual exertion 
which makes the male Kaffir in his own 
kraal send his women to work in the 
fields while ho sits in his glory at his 
hut's door. Everywhere they .have made 
money and bought cattle, and, accord- 
ing to Kaffir custom, each sou of the 
house has the right to put his spoon into 
tho common bowl and tho common stow, 
so that tho young "bucks" arenotforoed 
to work from any fear of starving.— 
Fortnightly .Review.

' Everybody in the State of Nevada 
ought to know the meaning of 16tol, 
and doubtless a large majority of them 
do. However, the Silver Knight not 
only explains ths meaning of the ratio 
of 16 to 1, but it also explains why that 
ratio should not he changed. Sixteen 
to one mean that there is sixteen times 
as much weight of silver in a silver dol- 
lar'as there is gold in a gold dollar, or 
sixteen pounds, troy weight, of silver 
is equal to one pound, troy, of gold, for 
the purpose of coinage. This is accord- 
ing to Bentcn's law of 1837 which Jack- 
son signed. 


There are many reasons, says the 


KnigJit, for adhering to this ratio. 
There is in the world about 15}£ to 16 
times as much weight of silver as there 
is of gold. This is the result of mining 
in all the ages, and it seems to be a 
natural ratio. But this is the most im- 
portant consideration in the Doited 
States. By the act of June 14,1870, 
under which the bonded debt of the 
United States was funded, that debt 
was made payable in coin of the then 
standard value which consisted of gold 
dollars containing 25.8 10 grains of 
standard gold or silver dollars contain- 
ing 412>£ grains of standard silver, and 
this contract is printed on every bond 
issued by the United States. If any 
variation was made 
in 
the 
ratio 


the 
bondholders would complain 


of a breach of contract, whatever th?y 
may say now. and in the resumption of 
specie payments the law authorized the 
redemption of greenbacks in coin and 
also autorized the use of the revenue 
of the Government for that purpose, 
and in the case the revenue was in- 


• 
sufficient it authorized the sale of 
United States bonds which were pay- 
able in either standard silver or stand- 
ard gold dollars. It will be seen that 
a change of the ratio would be taken 
advantage of by our goldbug friends to 
raise the cry of repudiation. We do 
not want to discuss that question. 
"We 


are satisfied with the standard ratio es- 
tablished by Jackson, and according to 
which our contracts are already made.

IMMIGRATION STATISTICS. 


The Commissioner of Immigration 


has prepared a statement which shows 
that the number of immigrants who 
arrived in this country daring the 
fiscal year ended June 30,1896, was 
895,000, as compared with 258,536 dur- 
ing the previous year. Of the whole 
number 205,000 were males and 190,000 
females. The countries from which the 
immigrants came add the number ar- 
riving from each country are given as 
follows: 


Anstro-Hungary, 65,163; Italy, 69,080; 


Russia, 52,818; Germany, 81,885; the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
and Ireland, 64,387; all other countries, 
61,446. 


The whole number debarred from 


landing and returned during the-year 
was 3,037, of whom 2,010 .were paupers; 
775 contract laborers; 1 idiotic; 1 in- 
sane. There were 238 returned, during 
the year because of their having be- 
come public charges. - 


There are United States statutes pro- 


hibiting the landing of paupers, crim- 
inals and persons afflicted with loath- 
some diseases, as well as those under 
contract to work in the United States. 
The contract labor act has been re. 
peatedly violated. According to news- 
papers and other reports the" coal and 
iron barons, who have been loud in 
their demands for protection, have 
been violating the law by importing the 
cheapest labor 
they could find iu 


Europe to work their coal and iron 
mines. If the object of a protective 


' tariff is to protect American labor from 


the pauper labor of foreign countries 
an effective way of accomplishing that 
purpose would be to exclude the 
paupers. It bas been repeatedly stated 
that the only difference between the 
price of- labor in this country and in 
foreign countries is the cost of trans- 
portation from the foreign country to 
the United States. Canadian products 
imported into the United .States must 
pay duty, but it is said that thousands 
of Canadians at Niagara Falls and other 
places along the Canadian line work 
on the American side and reside on the 
Canadian side. If snob is the case it is 
difficult to understand how a tariff on 
Canadian products benefits the Ameri- 
can workingman. 


Some Progress Made but Nothing De- 


cisive Accomplished. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—Tho corre- 


spondence between Governments of 
the United States and Great Britain 
relating to a general system of arbitra- 
tion for the settlement of disputes be- 
tween those nations, including the 
Venezuelan boundary, has been made 
public. It comprises letters exchanged 
between Secretary Olney, Lord Salis- 
bury, Sir Julian Pauncefote and Am- 
bassador Bayard. 


Notable features of the correspon- 


dence are the facts that 
whereas 


Bayard by instruction of Secretary 
Olney negotiated at Washington re- 
specting 
the 
Venezuelan dispute. 


Lord Salisbury broadened it into a 
general arbitration .scheme, following 
the lead set by the late Secretary 
Gresham in the Spring of 1895 that 
Secretary Olney later insisted upon a 
disassociation of the two subjects, 
evidently fearing entangling alliance. 
Otherwise that as to a general arbrita- 
tioii, the issues which still prevent 
agreement are the indisposition of the 
British' GiJ^ernment to include terri- 
torial disputes, save with the .addition 
of provisions that in the eatimation'of 
Secretary Olney will render the at- 
tempt at arbitration nugatory because 
there are no means of making the find- 
ings of the arbitrators binding upon the 
parties or of removing therefrom the 
possibility of infinite appeals.

A Feat That Requires a Goad Nerve and 


Cool Head—Three Natives Assist Each 
Climber—Graphic Description of a Moun- 
tain Ride en R Camel. 


The Troy (N. Y.) Times prints a lot-1 


;nr written at Cairo, Egypt, by Rev. Dr. 
L. M. S. Hayaes, pastor of the First 
Baptist church of that city, to H. D. 
S^veef, a parishioner, in which he says: 


"Onr conductor called us to an early 


sreakfast at 6:30. Our party of five 
were promptly on hand. Onr carriage 


as an ordinary American hack We 


BOOH reached the bridge over the Nile 
lud entered the avenue of acacia trees 
skirting the elevated pike which the 
jovernment has built clear to the pyra- 
uids, a distance of about eight miles. 
The road was literally crowded with 
'Winers' 'fellahee,' coming into market. 
7.-3 passed hundreds of camels and don- 
keys loaded down with every conceiva- 
ble thing, aspecially fresh white clover, 
rent qimntities of which are sold in the 


city. 
Bach camel carries atont 400 


pounds. With all the animals there 
were men, women and children, most of 
them walking, but they will ride hack. 
The men aud boys seemed to be having 
a good time; but, as usual, the women 
and girls looked sad and miserable. The 
donkeys were looking down to the 
ground, but the camels looked up in the 
lir, as they always do. They are very 
high minded. Their backs are also high, 
as I can testify, for I had my first camel 
ride today. In about an hour we rode 
up to the very base of the great pile of 
stone and alighted from our carriage in 
the sand, with the sun three hours high 
and blazing hot. It was about 9 o'clock. 
We were immediately surrounded by 
the usual crowd of clamorous Arabs, 
anxious to help us up the great climb. 
But our conductor, Mr. Solomon, and 
our superb dragoman, Abraham, who 
had been with us up the Nile, cleared 
(hem 
all away, and we selected three 


men each, fine looking men in white. 


"We went right away over a pile of 


sand along the base and stood upon the 
first tier of stone. 
Then I formally 


looked up for the first time. 
Wo had 


seen the three pyramids, so familiar in 
picture, for more than an hour, but they 
did not seem to bo so very large, be- 
cause there is nothing to compare them 
with. But it is three-fourths of a mile 
around Cheops, and 480 feet to the top. 
Tho stones aro about six feet square, and 
project one beyond the other, jnst like 
going up many stairs. Tho place- for 
your feet is about four feet, a vory f;ood 
standing if you reached the .floor or 
were not. going up 480 feet right tip in 
t-he sir nearly three times as high as our 
church steeple. 


"Wo walked easily along one course 


of stono on the west side, which.were 
worn smooth with passing .feet, ami 
camo to the northwest corner, whore 
the ascent is made. Two men took me 
by the hand,, aad one pushed behind, 
and I began going up stairs four feet at 
a step. After about 200 steps I conclud- 
ed to-stop. We must have been about 80 
feet up at that corner. I was not dizzy 
'nor very lame, but I felt very peculiar, 
and I felt more peculiar every miux'.to 
afterward until I got back on to solici 
and capacious footing.

"Now we come to the half way place 


where they have thrown off a few recks, 
and where you can brace yourself 
against the breast stones of Oheopi; and 
look off a little. We were 240 feet up 
in the desert air, standing or leaning en 
the ragged corner and trying to behave 
and say it was fun. But it was not. 
There was too much risk and danger. 
Some people have to be blindfolded to 
get them down, and many faint, and 
not long since an English soldier fell 
But on we go a little farther, and, think- 
ing the matter all over, I called a halt 
and deliberately decided that was 
enough. The view was something grand, 
I suppose, and if I could have done the 
climbing when I was 20 years old I 
might have seen the grandeur. Going 
down, as I was not diazy, was easier. 
But any step might have been my last, 
and I did not enjoy it as much as I did 
my splendid reception, (hough that em- 
barrassed me somewhat. 


"Ouco at the bottom we mounted 


camels to go to tho'sphinx.
